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The Long, Dry Spell 
|° spite of the triumphant election 


of a Morrow, and no matter what 

the Wickersham commission may 
ir may not recommend, we are still in 
tor a long, dry spell. 

Clarence Darrow thinks the repeal 
f prohibition by Congress will come 
n 1933. But as Professor Hanna of 
Columbia figures it out in the New 
}ork World, final action could hardly 

expected before 1937. 

A wet House of Representatives 
night conceivably be elected in 1932. 
Sut under our Constitution only one- 
third of the Senate can be changed at 
ny one election. With so many dry 
Senators holding over, it would prob- 
ibly take at least two elections to 
build up the two-thirds majority nec- 
essary to repeal. 

That would mean the Congress 
elected in 1934, which would take 
office in March, 1935, but would not 
meet, unless called in special session, 
ntil December, 1935. There would 
” no great rush, because the States 
ive to ratify, and only four legisla- 
tures will meet in 1936.

legislatures hold sessions in 1937, 
which therefore looks like the earliest 
vear in which we can hope to be rid 
of the Noxious Impediment. 
Anti-prohibition optimists will do 
well to heed the statement of James 
H. Beck, that “prohibition will be the 
dominant issue in American politics 
tor at least a decade and probably for 
i generation,” and that “while the re- 
peal of the Eighteenth Amendment 
must remain the ultimate objective, to 
ittempt its repeal now is seeking for 
1 pot of gold at the end of the rain- 
bow.” Mr. Beck’s solution is repeal of 
the Volstead act by the next Congress 
which requires only a bare majority 
rather than a two-thirds vote—or “if 
this be not practicable, to refuse to 
waste public moneys by attempting to 
enforce the unenforceable.’ This, he 
maintains, would not be nullification, 
for the amendment expressly gave 
Congress the discretion to leave the 


enforcement to the several States. 

The only other hope of an early 
break in the dry spell would be the 
overturning of the amendment itself 
by the Supreme Court. At this mo- 
ment this looks like the most remote 
of all possibilitic Ss.

cations, the art of government fell into 
decay, and progress was canceled. 


A Snappy Presentation 


\ Tuen President Hoover spoke b« 
fore the National Advertisers’ 
Association he was in his happiest 
vein. He knows. as few public men 
seem to know, what advertising is 
about. Furthermore, in tossing off 
neat phrases he beat the advertising 
men at their own game. He got away 
with it because he is not a victim of 
the besetting sin of advertising men 
taking themselves too seriously. 

He reminded them that advertising 
was once resented as “a clamor to the 
credulous,” but thanks to “your sub- 
tlety and beguiling methods” the pub 
lic “has come to include you in the 
things we bear in life.” Advertising 
is not only a vital organ of industry 
but “the vocal organ.’’ It creates 
“torments of desire.” It “spreads a 
restless pillow for every competitor 
and drives the producer to feverish 
exertions.” It makes possible the 
“vast distribution of information, of 
good cheer and tribulation” by news 
papers, periodicals and radio. It has 
“transformed cottage industries into 
mass production,’ cheapened costs. 
raised liv'ng standards, and hurried 
up the general use of new discoveries. 
“It probably required a_ thousand 
years to spread the knowledge and ap 
plication of that great human inven- 
tion, the wheeled cart, and it has 
taken you only twenty years to make 
the automobile the universal tool of 
man.” 

He covered not only all this ground 
but also the perennial subject of truth 
in advertising, and got some laughs as 
he went along—all in a little over five 
hundred words.
